Excessive speed.

includes 
drinking. 
Drinking 
and driving 
m otorists 
are involved in more than a third 
f all rural fatal traffic accidents. 
(3) Laws. 
Failure to observe 
. rf fi e signs and law's exacts a 
high annual toll. 
About one-fifth 
af the cars smashed up in rural 
fatal accidents are found to have 
disregarded warning or stop signs 
(4) Fatigue. 
Driving while fa­ 
tigued is a foolish practice 
in 
dulged in by vacationers who will 
not take tim e out to get suffi 
cient rest. 
On a national basis, 
about one out of 13 drivers in­ 
volved in fa*a1 traffic accidents 
is found to be in a physical con­ 
dition th at could be a contribut 
ing factor in the accident. 
In 
about two-thirds of such cases the 
drivers are fatigued or asleep. 
"Don’t turn your vacation dream 
into a nightm are,” Musick said. 
“Use a few' common sense safety 
rules and courtesy. Be especially 
conscious of your driving s p e e d - 
slow dow'n and live!”
